SEVEN children have now been arrested in 
connection with the manslaughter of a 
woman who died after her car tyre was 
slashed. 

Joanna Smith, 32, of Wilks Way, Grange Park, 
was killed a year ago yesterday when her 
vehicle came off the A45 near Earls Barton as 
she travelled to work as a pharmacist in 
Irchester. 

On the anniversary, detectives from 
Northamptonshire Police re-appealed for 
information to help catch her killer. 

They revealed five boys and two girls, all 
aged between 13-17, have now been arrested in 
connection with her manslaughter. Police said 
no further action is being taken against them. 

Detectives have carried out extensive inves¬ 
tigations, including house-to-house inquiries 
and speaking to children at a number of 
schools in the area. 

Mrs Smith’s rear wheel tyre was deliberately 
damaged while it was parked in William’s Way 
in Grange Park, Northampton, and she set off 
on her journey to Irchester without realising 
and it ‘failed catastrophically’. 

DCI Martin Kinchin, from the East Midlands 
Special Operations Unit Major Crime, does not 
believe her car was targeted. 

However, a manslaughter investigation was 
launched last September. It is thought to be the 
first case of its kind in the UK. 

Another three vehicles were subject to crimi¬ 
nal damage the same evening. 

Police are also investigating similar tyre 
damage to four cars in Bailey Brooks Lane and 



Hyde Close in Roade overnight from July 30-31 
last year. 

DCI Kinchin said: “Although we do not 
believe the person who damaged Joanna’s car 
set out to cause her death, their actions had a 
very serious outcome and her family deserve 
to know what happened. 

“Anyone committing this kind of crime needs 
to stop and think about the potential 
consequences of their actions. 

“Joanna’s death shows that people can and 
do die from this kind of criminal damage. 

“We believe someone knows who the offend¬ 
er is and we would ask them to think about the 
impact Joanna’s death has had on her family 
and friends, and to give us any information 
they may have - either by calling 101 or anony¬ 
mously through Crimestoppers on 0800 555 
111 .”

A WOMAN is still in a serious condi¬ 
tion after the car she was travelling in 
crashed into houses.

Building firms hit by safety 
crackdown across county

EIGHT construction firms 
have been handed enforce¬ 
ment notices as part of a 
county crackdown by the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

Inspectors visited 32 sites 
and found eight locations in 
Northamptonshire did not 
meet the minimum legal 
standards for health and 
safety. 

As a result, four prohibition 
notices stopped some work 
activities immediately and 


four improvement notices 
were issued, which required 
changes to be made to work¬ 
ing practices. 

The inspectors visited sites 
where refurbishment or 
repair work was taking place 
to support a drive to improve 
standards in one of Britain’s 
most dangerous industries. 

They made unannounced 
visits to ensure companies 
were managing high-risk 
activity, such as working at 
height. 

They also checked for gen¬ 
eral good order, assessed 


welfare facilities and checked 
whether personal protective 
equipment, such as head 
gear, was being used 
appropriately. 

Richard Lockwood, HSE 
Principal Inspector for 
Construction in North¬ 
amptonshire, said: “It’s good 
news that the majority of the 
construction sites we visited 
were obeying the law. 

“But sadly some sites are 
letting down the rest of the 
industry. 

“Unsafe work at height, 
exposure to dangerous types 


of dust and inadequate 
washing facilities were 
among the poor standards 
we found on some sites. 

“I hope by carrying out 
these spot checks we will 
help to raise awareness of 
the dangers and reduce the 
number of construction 
workers being killed or seri¬ 
ously injured at work.” 

This initiative was to 
remind those working in the 
industry that poor stand¬ 
ards are unacceptable and 
could result in enforcement 
action. 


Burglar who stole from elderly sentenced 


A MAN who assaulted and stole from 
elderly people in Northampton received an 
extended sentence of ten years 

Joseph Delaney (right), 32, of 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to three 
offences of aggravated burglaries and one 
offence of robbery at Northampton Crown 
Court last Thursday. 

The offences occurred between 
September 17-18, 2012, in the Delapre, Far 
Cotton and Briar Hill areas of 
Northampton. 

Detective Constable Katie Morrison 


said: “These were unprovoked attacks on 
innocent elderly victims in their homes. 

“After long protracted enquiries by a 
team of detectives, who worked closely 
with the victims, their families and the 
Crown Prosecution Service, we are very 
pleased with this sentence and hope this 
serves as a deterrent to those who target 
vulnerable members of our community. 

“I am pleased that Delaney pleaded 
guilty and prevented the victims from 
having to relive the trauma by attending 
court.”

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Promise that 
recycled waste 
is not dumped 

A COUNCIL has moved to reas¬ 
sure its residents that recycled 
waste is not ending up in land¬ 
fills in Asia. 

There were reports in the 
national press last weekend 
claiming that much recyclable 
waste collected by councils in 
the UK was being shipped to 
China, Indonesia and India 
where it was ending up in 
dumps. 

South Northamptonshire 
Council is reassuring its resi¬ 
dents that their collected 
domestic recyclable waste 
does not end up here. 

The council works in partner¬ 
ship with specialist recycler 
UPM, based in Shotton near 
Chester. 

This site is one of the largest 
paper mills in the UK and has 
advanced methods of dealing 
with other materials. 

Glass from the green recy¬ 
cling boxes is dealt with sepa¬ 
rately and after being bulked 
locally it is taken to Barnsley to 
be turned into new glass 
bottles and jars. 

Cllr Dermot Bambridge, port¬ 
folio holder for environmental 
services, said “The more we 
recycle, the less we send to 
landfill, which is very expen¬ 
sive. So you can rest assured 
that your efforts are not wast¬ 
ed. When you take the trouble 
to sort your waste into recycla¬ 
ble and non recyclable items 
we will ensure that anything 
that can be recycled will be. 

“In fact this newspaper which 
you read today could be recy¬ 
cled and back on the news 
stand within a week. 

“We’re not going to rest on 
our laurels though. The new 
recycling measures that we’re 
introducing soon will mean 
more materials will be collect¬ 
ed and recycled, and even less 
going to landfill. 

“Waste food will be pro¬ 
cessed to run electric genera¬ 
tors with the residual matter 
used as fertiliser on farmland.”

Teen stole £2k 
worth of shoes 
to buy cannabis

AN apprentice at shoe¬ 
maker Crockett & Jones 
stole ten pairs of bespoke 
shoes from the company to 
fund his cannabis habit. 

Sully llling, 18, admitted a 
charge of theft by employee 
at Northampton Magist¬ 
rates’ Court last Thursday. 

He had started working at 
the Perry Street factory in 
Northampton last August 
and was caught in 
November last year when a 
manager noticed shoes 
were being sold on eBay. 

The court was told that 


llling, of Gillsway, North¬ 
ampton, started selling the 
shoes on the online auction 
site to get extra money after 
spending his wages on 
cannabis. The apprentice 
pattern cutter has since lost 
his job at the factory. 

Prosecutor Stella Moses 
said: “The defendant was 
interviewed by police offic¬ 
ers and he fully admitted 
that he had taken the shoes 
from his employers and had 
sold them on eBay to fund 
his cannabis habit.” 

She added: “This is a clear 
breach of trust.” 

In mitigation, Claire 
McCarthy said he had start¬ 


ed using the drug after his 
best friend died from 
sudden adult death 
syndrome when he was 16. 

She said: “He said he made 
an absolutely ridiculous 
choice and judgement. 

“He put a couple of pairs 
of shoes on eBay and a cou¬ 
ple became ten.” 

He was ordered to pay 
Crockett & Jones £2,000 in 
compensation and was 
sentenced to 80 hours’ 
unpaid work. He must also 
pay costs of £85 and a 
victim surcharge of £60. 

In January Prince Charles 
visited the Crockett & Jones 
shoe factory.

Digging up the past at the train station

ARCHAEOLOGISTS are 
uncovering the past at 
Northampton’s train station. 

The eight week dig is aim¬ 
ing to find out more about the 
royal castle which was 
situated on part of the site. 

These investigations are 
part of final preparations for 
the station re-development 
and will record any remains 
in the area prior to the start 
of construction. 


Senior project supervisor, 
Tim Upson-Smith, said: “We 
are in the short stay car park 
in the south west corner. 

“This is where the outer bai¬ 
ley is and so far we have 
found some walls but no 
floor. 

“So far we have found medi¬ 
eval pottery, animal bones 
and our star find - a Saxon 
brooch. 

“The only other one which 
we know about was found in 
Thetford. A lot of the arte¬ 
facts will end up in the town’s 


museum but we hope some 
can be incorporated at the 
new train station. 

“We will be excavating here 
for eight weeks and will push 
further towards the station 
and the road.” 

Last October, an initial 
trench gave a glimpse of the 
site’s history. 

Due to start construction in 
June, the new and improved 
£20 million station will be 
twice the size of the present 
building with better 
facilities.

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Royal Oak could prove roots of success for park 


A ROYAL Oak could be 
used to replace a 
200-year-old cedar tree 
which fell down in a 
park. 

The Cedar of Lebanon 
tree is believed to have 
toppled over in Thornton 
Park, Northampton, on 
Sunday, March 31 due to 
a combination of weath¬ 
er conditions and age. 


The fallen Cedar lay 
across the walls of the 
Ornamental Garden. 

One of the people who 
went along to inspect the 
damage was 
Northampton North MP, 
Michael Ellis. 

And he did not go 
empty handed as he took 
with him a seedling of a 
Royal Oak which he had 


been given during the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
last summer. 

Mr Ellis said: “This was 
a big tree.

“I gave them a Royal 
Oak which has come 
from one of the Queen’s 


estates. This could have 
been at Sandringham, 
Windsor or Buckingham 
Palace. 

“They are never going 
to replace the tree which 
fell as this is a tragic 
loss but this might help. 

“I wanted to hand the 
Friends of Thornton Park 
the oak as I did not want 
to put it in my garden.”

Michael Ellis, who was present¬ 
ed with his law degree by the 
Baroness, said: “Margaret

Thatcher was a titan amongst 
politicians. We will never see 
the like of her again. 

“In my view she was the best 
Prime Minister Britain had 
since Winston Churchill and 
one of the greatest Prime 
Ministers of all time.” 

Wellingborough & Rushden 
MP Peter Bone said: “I am very 
sorry she has passed away even 
though she was frail. 

“She rescued this country 
when it was in economic crisis. 

“She was the first woman

Mackintosh said: “I was born 
less than a month before 
Margaret Thatcher became 
Prime Minister and grew up 
watching her in power and her 
legacy, and I became an adult 
before the Conservatives lost 
power.

Empty businesses add 
millions to council pot

BUSINESSES are paying mil¬ 
lions of pounds for their empty 
properties, figures have shown. 

The details, released by the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance (TPA), show 
that in Northampton more than 
£7.8 million was collected in 
2011-12, while in Wellingborough 
there was £1.4m. 

The rates are set by the 
Valuation Office and are collect¬ 
ed by the borough councils. 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor Alan Bottwood said: 


“No one wants to see empty busi¬ 
ness premises but we are 
living in an uncertain global 
economic climate. 

“In the last two years we have 
been working hard to turn our 
local economy around, there is 
still more to do, but we are 
making progress.” 

A Wellingborough Council 
spokesman said: “The overall 
number of empty properties has 
decreased year on year for the 
last five years and estimated 
figures for the 2012-13 financial 
year show another drop of 
approximately 12 per cent. A 


number of larger properties on 
the industrial estates in and 
around the town, which had 
been empty, have been renovated 
and let to distribution firms and 
some older buildings in the town 
have been converted to residen¬ 
tial use following change of use 
applications made to the coun¬ 
cil’s planning department.” 

TPA chief executive Matthew 
Sinclair said: “It is extremely 
unfair that property owners are 
being hit with enormous Business 
Rates on properties which are 
empty, with no rent coming in 
that they can use to pay the bill.”

Mum found dead in 
bedroom of son, 9

A MUM died of Sudden Adult 
Death Syndrome at the side of 
her nine-year-old son, an 
inquest heard yesterday. 

Deborah Jarrett, 45, formerly 
of Frank Large Walk, St Crispins 
Village, Northampton, passed 
away suddenly on November 18 
last year. 

A statement read by the coro¬ 
ner at Northampton General 
Hospital revealed her husband 
of 13 years found her body. 

Rikki Jarrett had seen 
Deborah lying on the floor in 


their son’s bedroom. The child 
was also lying on the floor and 
Rikki assumed the pair were 
playing a game because they 
did not respond when he spoke 
to them. 

He told his wife he was going 
to bed, but returned to his son’s 
room four or five minutes later. 

He said: “When I moved her I 
could see she had been sick and 
I could not get a response. I 
then called the ambulance.” 

During the inquest he said: “I 
did not think in this day and 
age that there was sudden 
death.” 

Consultant Histopathologist 


at Northampton General 
Hospital, Dr David Fattah, car¬ 
ried out the post-mortem 
examination. At the inquest Dr 
Fattah said that he could not 
find any problems with her 
heart and that it appeared to be 
normal. 

He also said she did not have 
high blood pressure. He added: 
“It is probably a heart problem 
which could not be found.” 

Coroner Anne Pember record¬ 
ed a verdict that she had died of 
natural causes. 

She said: “It is likely cardio¬ 
vascular problems which could 
not be detected.” 


Patient passed away after post-surgery complications 


A DAD of two died of 
complications follow¬ 
ing surgery. 

Yesterday’s inquest 
heard that Dennis 
John Harold Durling, 
who also left behind 
his wife and four 
grandchildren, 
suffered problems as a 
result of surgery for 
rectal cancer on 
February 28 last year. 

The 64 year-old 
retired lorry driver, 



formerly of Thatchwell 
Court, Standens Barn, 
North-ampton, died on 
March 6, 2012. 

Doctors told the 
inquest how they had 
discovered he had 
sepsis after the 
operation. 

The illness developed 
as a reaction to an 
unidentified bug. 

Doctors also said 
there was no obvious 
reason for sepsis. 


The cause at the time 
of death was given as 
laparotomy resection 
of rectal carcinoma 
and hypertensive heart 
disease. 

Consultant surgeon 
David Hunter, who has 
since retired, operated 
on Mr Durling. 

He said: “Unfort¬ 
unately we were una¬ 
ble to save this poor 
man. Sepsis is com¬ 
mon in this sort of 


operation. It is a recog¬ 
nised complication.” 

In a statement read by 
the coroner, his wife 
Maureen Durling said: 
“Dennis should still be 
here with us and the 
family miss him dear- 
ly.” 

Coroner Anne 
Pember said: “The 
cause of death was due 
to a complication 
following surgery for 
rectal cancer.”

Mr Binley and five 
other MPs, including 
Andrea Leadsom and 
Michael Ellis, who 
represent South 


Northants and North¬ 
ampton North respec¬ 
tively, have also written 
to the Minister of State 
requesting that London 
Midland users be 
allowed to travel on 
Virgin trains at peak 
times to ease capacity. 

Figures show that 
three London to 
Birmingham services, 
through Northampton, 
were in the top ten most 
overcrowded routes. 

Mr Binley said: “I wrote 
to Mr McLoughlin some 
time ago querying the 
service we were getting 
in Northampton and the 
more I have talked to 


people who are involved 
with London Midland 
the more I 

recognise that we are 
being short changed. 

“We are going to talk to 
Patrick about what we 
can do. It is not right that 
people are the recipients 
of this low level of ser¬ 
vice. It should be much 
improved. 

“I am hopeful Patrick 
will be sensitive to our 
concerns and responds 
to them.” 

NRUG will be meeting 
on Saturday and Mr 
Binley said representa¬ 
tives for London 
Midland were invited 


but are unable to come. 
A spokesman for London 
Midland said: “We con¬ 
tinue to work hard with a 
range of partners to 
deliver services that pas¬ 
sengers want and expect. 
With the delivery of ten 
new trains in 2014 we 
will be implementing a 
number of timetable and 
capacity improvements. 

“Next month’s timeta¬ 
ble change will see us 
add extra capacity on 
Sunday services, while 
the 07.16 service 
between Northampton 
and Birmingham will 
benefit from additional 
carriages.”

NEW street lights will be 
installed across the county in 
ten stages. 

Each phase of the energy saving 
initiative will take six months 
from start to finish. 

In 2011 Northamptonshire 
County Council switched off half 
of the county’s street lights in a 
bid to save £2 million. 

This scheme is aimed at 
improving the lamps which were 
left on. 

Wellingborough councillor, 
Andrew Scarborough said: “The 
new lights project has been very 
effective where they have been 
put in. 

“But the way things are being 
done seem to be a little patch 
work with teams moving in and 
doing some work and then going 
somewhere else.” 

He raised concerns some areas 



would not see the benefit until 
2016. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “The street-lighting PFI 
scheme started in October 2011 


and will see the county council’s 
lighting stock replaced within 
five years with contractor Balfour 
Beatty taking over the responsi¬ 
bility of the authority’s street 
lighting. 

“Under the scheme the new 
street lights will use 40 per cent 
less energy on a like-for-like basis 
when compared with the exist¬ 
ing stock. 

This will offer a uniform, white 
light rather than the patchy 
orange glow of ‘traditional’ 
lights. 

“The scheme will allow con¬ 
tractor Balfour Beatty to replace 
the lamp units and electronics of 
all street lights and allow for the 
replacement of the lighting col¬ 
umns where necessary.” 

The first lights to be replaced 
were the ones with the oldest 
columns.

A DRUNK driver who was 
nearly three times over 
the limit almost crashed 
her car into the 
Guildhall.

Stella Moses, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The defend¬ 
ant’s vehicle was near the 
Guildhall area, she nearly 
collided with a taxi rank 
that was in the area when 
she came to a rest. 


“The clutch box 
appeared to have burnt 
out and her head was 
near to the glove box.” 

Speaking to the magis¬

STEVE Pateman has gone from 
being the kinky boots man to a 
fireman. 

He is a fifth generation shoe¬ 
maker from Northamptonshire 
who found fame after a 
Hollywood film was made 
about how he saved his 
businesses. 

It all started when his family 
firm WJ Brookes, based in King 
Street, Earls Barton, was 
featured in the 1990s BBC 
documentary called Trouble at 
the Top. 

The programme showed how 
he changed its fortunes by 
moving away from making 
traditional shoes to producing 
erotic footwear. 

Steve, 50, said: “In Trouble at 
the Top they wanted to follow 
the business and to show what 
we were doing to save the 
business. 

“What made it very difficult 
for us was when the high value 
of the pound meant the cost of 
exporting goods went up. 

“This meant one German 
company who ordered 5,000- 
6,000 pairs of shoes suddenly 
rang up and said do not make 
any. 

“But we had everything 
prepared, the leather in the 
tanners ready to come and we 
had leather already cut. 


kinky boots 



It was a terrible time for us.” 
However, salvation came in the 
form of a phone call. 

Taking up the story Steve said: 
“The spark came from a phone 
call I got from a ‘woman’ in 
Folkestone. 

“She asked if we could make 
her a pair of boots but in a man’s 
size. 

“We made quality shoes so I 
knew we could do it. 

“And she told me the cost 
would take care of itself if we 
could produce a quality 
product.” 

This was the eureka moment 
which Steve grabbed with both 
hands and he was able to go into 


full time production of the 
‘kinky boots’. 

This story was picked up by 
Tim Firth and Geoff Deane who 
wrote the 2005 film Kinky Boots 
which starred Joel Edgerton as 
Charlie Price - the character 
based on Steve. 

He added: “With the fetish 
shoes we exported 90 per cent 
to Germany and Poland. 

“While it lasted it was a 
cracking story. 

“I employed 80 people in the 
factory.” 

However, there was no happy 
ending when it came to the shoe 
business as in 2006 Steve closed 
the factory and 80 workers lost

their jobs. He said: “I loved the 
shoe industry but there was no 
support and no encouragement 
from government. 

“As soon as I had found a niche 
market, other competitors 
started bringing in cheap 
imports from China. This is 
what had happened when I had 
to stop shoe production.” 

After closing WJ Brookes, 
Steve became a firefighter and 
now works at Mereway Fire 
Station in Northampton and 
also covers his home town of 
Earls Barton. 

Last week a musical, also 
called Kinky Boots, opened on 
Broadway.

Resident’s cash fears as new tax introduced 


A DISABLED woman has 
said money will be even 
tighter as a result of the 
Government’s new 
‘bedroom tax’. 

Amanda McCrossan, a 
Northamptonshire Rural 
Housing Association 
tenant, is one of nearly 
6,000 residents in the 
county who will be 
affected. 

The changes will see 
families living in housing 
association accommoda¬ 
tion, whose property is 
deemed to be larger than 


they need, receiving less 
housing benefit. Tenants 
are expected to lose £16 a 
week on average. 

Mrs McCrossan has been 
registered disabled due to 
severe arthritis and has 
lived in her home in 
Braunston for 17 years. 

Her partner died some 
years ago and her son has 
now moved out, leaving 
their house with a spare 
bedroom. She said: “Being 
registered disabled means 
that my second bedroom is 
often in use for friends and 


family members who stay 
to look after me. Both my 
parents have been in hos¬ 
pital and sometimes they 
come to stay so I can look 
after them. Whichever way 
you look at it, the second 
bedroom is very much 
needed. 

“In reality the room has 
been empty for a very few 
weeks in the last 12 
months. Money has been 
tight since my partner died 
anyway and the changes 
are going to make things 
even worse.” Chris 


Sparrow, chairman of 
Northamptonshire Rural 
Housing Association 
(NRHA), said: “In principal 
we do support changes to 
the welfare system. 

“Historically there is a 
real lack of social housing, 
which is only getting worse 
following the reduction in 
social housing grants. 

“This means that it is not 
easy to find alternative 
smaller homes for many of 
our tenants, particularly for 
those who need only one 
bedroom.”

New Discovery brings QUIET for most Tinnitus Patients 


It’s called tinnitus 
/tinT'tas/, and it is the tinkling, 
ringing or hissing heard in one 
or both ears. And actually, it is 
not in your ears at all, it’s in 
your brain. It is estimated that 1 
in 100 people in the UK have 
tinnitus which persists most of 
the time, and severely affects 
their quality of life. 

A recent white paper 
published in the peer-reviewed 
journal the Hearing Review 
reports relief among 60 
percent of patients from a 
sampling provided by 230 
practitioner.

According to Oregon 
Health Sciences University, 

90 percent of patients with 
severe tinnitus also possess 
hearing loss. Patients who do 
not seek help for their hearing 
loss will perceive a worsening 
of their head noise.

“People, in 
addition to not seeking help 
for their tinnitus, also do not 
seek help for their hearing 
loss specifically because they 
concurrently have tinnitus.” 

The report concludes that 
citizens with ringing ears 
should seek the help of a 
practitioner who is knowledge¬ 
able about treating tinnitus with 
hearing aids.

Don't 
worry too much about heavy all-wheel drive mechanicals 
either.

CROSS THE TRAX 
By Andy Enright 


There are three engines to select from, with a pair of petrol 
powerplants kicking off proceedings. They're the wrong way 
round though. The bigger capacity engine is actually the 
cheaper one. The I I5PS, 1.6-litre naturally-aspirated unit is 
an honest enough thing but after trying it, you might well 
want to keep saving for the I40PS 1.4-litre Turbo. The 
difference between the two? The 1.6 makes 155Nm of 
torque at a fairly rewy 4,000rpm, whereas at just I850rpm, 
the 1.4T is already making 200Nm. In other words, 
performance is both stronger and easier to access without 
any penalty in fuel consumption. I think that's what's called a 
no-brainer. 

L The 1.7 CDTI turbodiesel is stronger 
still, with a hefty 300Nm of torque, 
and can be ordered with either a 
six-speed manual or a six-speed 
automatic gearbox. The 1.4 
Turbo is brisk, registering 
60mph from rest in 9.6 
seconds, which is half a 
second quicker than the all¬ 
wheel drive diesel and exactly 
the same time as the front- 
wheel drive diesel model. Still 
want that four-wheel drive? 


If you like what you've read and can get yourself the right 
upfront price, it might be worth making Trax towards this 
Chevy. If so, I'd suggest you look at the diesel variant first. 


The Chevrolet Trax aims to give the Nissan Juke and the 
Skoda Yeti something to think about in the compact 
Crossover market. There's a choice of three engines, auto 
and manual transmissions and a front or four wheel drive 
chassis. 


The Trax has clearly been designed to appeal to as wide a 
cross-section of the compact crossover demographic as 
possible. The front-wheel drive versions target those 
who just want a beefy-looking urban scoot that 
can do the school run and shopping with 
bonus of an elevated driving position. Go 
for an all-wheel drive model and 
you're not really going to be 
buying yourself an awful lot 
of off-road ability but 
there's plenty of all- 
weather traction on offer 
and, as you might expect in 
this class, the 4WD 
mechanicals don't require 
any special levers or buttons to 

activate. Drive the Trax on a normal tarmac surface and 
it'll direct all drive to the front wheels for optimum efficiency 
but when the road surface is slippery, as much as 50 per cent

ALEX Wakely seems to have 
been preordained to be a 
future Northamptonshire 
captain ever since he was 
making his way with the club 
as a promising youngster, and 
in 2013 he finally gets his 
chance. 

The 24-year-old batsman was 
chosen to skipper the 
Steelbacks in the Yorkshire 
Bank 40 and Friends Life t20 
limited overs competitions 
after Andrew Hall resigned the 
captaincy at the end of last sea¬ 
son, with new club captain 
Stephen Peters leading the 
team in the LV= County 
Championship. 

As a former England Under-19 
captain, and having taken the 
role temporarily when Hall 
was injured in 2012, the 
responsibility is nothing new 
to him. Indeed, Wakely is rel¬ 
ishing the prospect. 

“It’s something that for, what¬ 
ever reason, I’ve always been 
asked to do for the sides I have 
played in, and it’s now a chance 
for me to show what I can do,” 
said Wakely. “Hopefully it will 
help me with my career. 

“Being given a bit of leader¬ 
ship is a chance to lead by 
example and I want to be out 
there scoring the runs and 
have people follow me. I’m not 
going to be the kind of captain 
who gives big speeches, I want 
people to follow what I do and 
it’s an exciting time.” 

Former Northants head 
coach David Capel often spoke 
glowingly of Wakely’s future 
leadership potential, and cur¬ 
rent boss David Ripley - him¬ 
self a former captain at the 
County Ground - has seen fit to 


entrust him with the role for 
the two limited overs competi¬ 
tions. 

It is an onerous task for the 
right-hander though as he 
faces having to bring about a 
revival in the Steelbacks’ one- 
day fortunes following a dis¬ 
mal 2012 which saw them once 
again fail to get out of their 
group in either the 40 over or 
Twenty20 tournaments. 

Wakely’s first game as 
Steelbacks captain is at home 
to Nottinghamshire Outlaws 
in the YB40 on Sunday, May 5. 
But before then, County 
Championship Division Two 
takes priority. 

The season began yesterday 
away to Glamorgan in Cardiff, 
with the visitors making the 
most of choosing to bowl first 
after skittling out the home 
side for just 154 in 50 overs, 
with the returning Steven 
Crook taking 4-30. 

Wakely is keen to work closely 
with Peters to ensure there are 
no divisions between the four- 
day and one-day sides, and 
insists they have not lost sight 
of trying to achieve promotion 
in the Championship despite 
all the talk of improving the 
limited overs form. 

“For me, Championship 
cricket is still the pinnacle and 
test cricket is still the pinnacle 
of international cricket, so 
we’re never going to forget that 
just because there is all of this 
talk about one-day cricket,” 
said Wakely. 

“The guys have worked just as 
hard on their four-day cricket, 
Stephen is the perfect man for 
the job and I think the club is 
in a very good position. Our 
bowling is probably as strong 
as I have seen it for a long time 
and if the batting can fire, 
there is no better batting line¬ 
up that us.”

A 1-0 defeat away to play-off hopefuls 
Bradford City last Saturday was not as 
much of a blow as it could have been as 
some of Northampton’s promotion 
rivals also suffered slip-ups of their 
own. 

But it was another sign of their away 
day blues continuing and they have 
now suffered 11 losses on their travels 
this season. Nevertheless, manager 
Aidy Boothroyd is confident that will 
change ahead of upcoming games at 
Wycombe and second-placed Port 
Vale. 


“I can’t tell you when that is going to 
be, but we are going to do it,” said 
Boothroyd. “We are going to win away 
because our support is great, because 
our team spirit is great, and if we can 
keep our discipline and learn lessons 
at key stages of the season then we’ve 
got a really good chance. 

“It’s up to us to give York a good game, 
then Wycombe after that and we’ll see 
where it takes us. If everybody else 
keeps losing and we win a couple then 
we might be alright.” 

Boothroyd is also keen to avoid rush¬ 
ing Platt back into the side. The for¬ 
ward has been a frustrated spectator 
recently after suffering a calf injury in 
the win over Torquay United on Good 
Friday, and was an unused substitute 
in the defeats at Cheltenham Town and 
Bradford. 

The Northampton boss has stated he 
is prepared to give the 35-year-old as 
long as he needs to ensure he is at full 
fitness for however many of the last 
four games he can play in. 

“The last thing I’m going to do is lose 
him because when he plays well, the 
team plays well and he’s a key player 
for us,” said Boothroyd. 

It remains to be seen whether Platt 
will be able to play any part against 
York at the weekend, and with three 
games in the space of a week it would 
not be surprising to see him give fur¬ 
ther time to recover. 

He is keen for Northampton to con¬ 
tinue their impressive home record 
when the Minstermen visit on 
Saturday, but also admits he is mysti¬ 
fied as to why they have been unable to 
replicate that form on their travels. 

“I don’t know what it is,” said Platt. 
“No-one has been able to put their fin¬ 
ger on it all year why we can’t get 
results away from home. Hopefully it’s 
something we can rectify with these 
last two away games we have got. 

“Going into a couple of away games it 
will be difficult, but then we’re back at 
home for the last game of the season.”

Di Resta plays down prospects 


First podium for Bamboo’s Nash 


FORMULA ONE 

PAUL di Resta is keen to keep a lid on 
expectations as Sahara Force India 
head into Sunday’s Chinese Grand 
Prix after a strong start to the 2013 
Formula One season. 

The Silverstone-based team had 
both drivers finish in the points in 
the opening round in Australia and 
were thwarted in their attempts to 
repeat that feat in Malaysia after 
problems securing the wheel nuts at 
pit stops. 

Despite the enforced double retire¬ 
ment at Sepang, the VJM06 had 
shown good pace. However, di Resta 
is wary of talking up their prospects 
with 17 races still to go. 

“It is important not to get carried 
away and to keep doing our job at 
each race,” di Resta said. “We appear 
to be in a good position at the 
moment, but no one can say where 


we will be compared to our rivals 
after the next two races. 

“We know McLaren are a very 
strong team and they will develop 
well, so all we can do is continue 
pushing hard to try and stay ahead 
of them. We have been doing a good 
job so far - better than many people 
expected - but there’s a long way to 
go.” 

The team have worked hard over 
the last three weeks to ensure there 
is no repeat of the problems both di 
Resta and team mate Adrian Sutil 
encountered at their pit stops in 
Malaysia for the back-to-back races 
in China and Bahrain. 

“We were unlucky not to get any 
points in Malaysia, but we can take 
some positives from the perfor¬ 
mance we showed on the track,” 
said di Resta. “We looked to be one 
of the fastest cars during the early 
part of the race.” 


TOURING CARS 


JAMES Nash claimed the first World 
Touring Car Championship (WTCC) 
podium finish of his career as Bamboo 
Engineering enjoyed another strong 
weekend in the Race of Morocco. 

Nash finished third in the 
Siwverstone-based team’s Chevrolet 
Cruze during race one around the 
Marrakech Street Circuit, followed by 
fourth in the second race after starting 
ninth due to the reversed grid. 

His results were also good enough for 
second and first in the Yokohama 
Trophy for independent drivers, and he 
leads that competition by six points 
from Michael Nkajaer. 

“It felt great to get my first WTCC 
podium,” said Nash. “I have fond mem¬ 
ories of Marrakech from last year but I 
can say I enjoy it much more taking 
home silverware. 


“I’m annoyed about finishing fourth in 
race two, but I’ll leave that conversa¬ 
tion there.” 

Bamboo team mate Alex MacDowall 
finished sixth in race one, and third in 
the Yokohama Trophy, but was forced 
to retire in an incident packed second 
race after being taken out by the Honda 
Civic of Gabriele Tarquini. 

“It’s been a tough weekend,” said 
MacDowall. “On the upside my pace 
has been very strong, I’ve been push¬ 
ing the likes of Tarquini and [Yvan] 
Muller. 

“The downside is that a DNF has 
really hurt my championship charge. 
However, there is still a long way to go 
so it’s game on for the next round.” 

MacDowall is third in the Yokohama 
Trophy standings, while Bamboo are 
second in the independent team cham¬ 
pionship. The next round of the WTCC 
is the Race of Slovakia at Orechova 
Poto on Sunday, April 28.

JIM Mallinder expects George 
North to make a huge impact at 
Franklin’s Gardens after the Wales 
international winger’s long- 
rumoured move from Scarlets to 
Northampton Saints was finally 
confirmed. 

The 20-year-old has signed a 
three-year contract with the Saints, 
with the move also including com¬ 
pensation - reported to be up to 
£250,000 - for the Llanelli-based 
side to release North from the final 
year of his contract. 

North will move to Northampton 
for the start of next season and 
director of rugby Mallinder is 
pleased he has finally put pen to 
paper after several weeks of nego¬ 
tiation. 

“George is an outstanding talent 
and we’re looking forward to him 
being a part of our squad for at least 
the next three years,” said 
Mallinder. 

“Despite still being at the start of 
his career he has shown repeatedly 
that he has the ability and temper¬ 
ament to succeed at the highest 
level of the game, and we believe 
that he will play a big role as we 
look to take the next steps in our 
development.” 

News of North’s potential move 
broke just days after he helped 
Wales clinch the 2013 Six Nations 
title, with agent Christian Abt later 
confirming discussions had taken 
place between the clubs. However, 
an agreement was not reached 
until last Friday. 

He is the latest Wales interna¬ 
tional to leave the Principality as 


the four regional sides struggle to 
make ends meet and Scarlets chief 
executive Mark Davies admitted it 
became increasingly difficult to 
keep hold of him once interest from 
other clubs became apparent. 

“Despite our desire to retain all 
our internationals within the 
region, we have to balance our 
available resource over the need to 
sustain a 50-deep player squad that 
can continue to compete during 
international periods,” said Davies.
